The death of one of the early set­ 


tlers brings to mind the trying times 


in w’hich they lived, and of which we, 


blessed by years of peace, know’ noth­ 


ing. 


Mrs. Ella Phillips died in Los An­ 


geles, 
Cal., 
November IO, 1915, ai 
10:45 a. rn. 
In 1858 she and her husband, Mr. 
David Phillips, came from Evansville, 
Ind., and settled in Georgetown, Mo. 
During the war they shared in the 
hardships of the times, 
having 
the 
store depleted of goods at the hands 
of both armies, one 
helping 
them­ 
selves because it was war, and the 
the other because they wTere in need 
and gave promises to pay—promises 
never redeemed. 
When Sedalia grew up, as a result 
of the railroad’s arrival, Mr. Phillips 
brought his store here. Another build­ 
ing which he owned was occupied as 
headquarters 
by 
the United States 
troops. 
One cold night the soldiers 
w’cnt to sleep, leaving a hot fire, and 
the building was burned. 
The horses, 
hogs, corn, etc., were taken from his 
little farm in Georgetown, 
and 
lie 
barely escaped with his life. 
When the regiment of which Col. 
John F. Philips was in command was 
formed, the ladies of the town wiio 
sympathized with that side made a 
handsome Hag to present to the boys 
as they w’ent to the front. 
Mrs. Phil-, 
lips w’as chosen to make the presenta­ 
tion speech, which she did very gra­ 
ciously. 
Later, w’hen residents 
of 
Kansas 
City, they met serious 
financial 
re­ 
verses at the time of the great Wall 
street panic, when so many fortunes 
were wrecked, and w’ent to Texas and 
again into merchandising. 
After her husband’s death, in 1877, 
Mrs. Phillips lived with a daughter in 
Paris, and later in Cleburne, Texas. 
Two years she spent with the younger 
daughter, who was attending school 
in Boston. 
In 1885 she removed to California, 
where she lived for twenty years in 
Pomona. 
She made her home* with 
her daughter, Mrs. B. F. Boller.

will be remembered 
by

members that Mr. Boller was pastor 
of the Congregational church for eight 
years, and that the present building 
was projected and completed during 
his w’ork here. 


Mrs. Phillips was a faithful member 
of the Congregational church, a true 
Christian and a loyal friend. 
She is 
survived by tw’o daughters, Mrs. C. W. 
Merts, of Cleburne, Texas, and Mrs. 
B. F. Boller, of Los Angeles, and a

cast a pall of sadness am ong a legion 
of friends as they learned of it. 
Mr. Codding was 58 years old anc 
w’as born at Sharon, Medina county 
O., Dec. 15, 1856. He was the son of 
A. B. and Lucia Codding, and came 
to Sedalia in 1867 with his parents 
His father was for a num ber of years 
engaged in the grocery business in ; 
frame store building where the J. H 
Mertz drug store is now situated on 
South Ohio avenue, and in early life 
tho son attended the* Sedalia schools. 
Later he took a course a t the State 
University at Columbia, and while in 
his senior year, lacking hut a 
few* 
months of graduation, his father died, 
necessitating his return home. 
Following t Ii is he accepted a posi­ 
tion with the D. ll.

FALL FEED FOR MISSOURI COWS 


Use Silage As Grass Becomes Short­ 
er and Dryer. 
You cannot expect a r ow to keep 
up a good milk flow’ without plenty 
of feed of the right kind. 
Now that 
pastures are furnishing 
less 
feed, 
silage should be given to keep condi­ 
tions as nearly as possible the same 
as those found on spring and summer 
pastures. 
It is easy to forget that 
tho eow'’s feed is being shortened, 
but if the best returns are to be secur­ 
ed the milk flow' must be kept as 
high as possible for ten or eleven 
months of the year. 
If it once goes 
dow n it is very hard or impossible to 
raise it again before the next fresh­ 
ening. 
W hen the pastures dry up wrhile 
corn is still green, 
it furnishes the 
cheapest and most efficient addition 
to grass, hut silage, grain, and hay 
are now* the main things to rely on.

rl he recent decision of the supreme 
court upholdin 
of government law of 1913 is of es­ 
pecial interest to Sedalia because of 
the intimate-touch that this communi­ 
ty had in framing the m easure and in 
securing its passage through the as­ 
sembly.

And this in spite of 
Hie fact that Sedalia has not as y et 
taken steps to take advantage of its 
beneficial provisions. A short history 
of the law may not be amiss at this 
time. The agitation for a commission 
form of government for this city was 
first started at the first banquet given 
by the newly formed 
Boosters’ club 
in February, 1911, when A. I). Stan­ 
ley, m anager of the Democrat, read 
a paper dealing with the movement 
from its first inception down to that 
time. 
Much comment 
resulted 
and en 
thusiasm followed, and 
intermittent 
efforts were m ade to secure authori­ 
zation from the legislature 
for third 
class cities to adopt the new form of 
city government. Nothing tangible re­ 
sulted, however, until 1913, when the 
assembly of that year met. 
At that 
time Kedalians 
interested 
got 
to­ 
gether and a bill was drawn up and 
sent to .Jefferson 
City 
for passage, 
and here the m a tte r seemed 
to end. 
What was everybody’s business was, 
as usual, 
nobody’s 
business and it 
looked as if the whole

with a great m ass of other 
bills 
at 
11ve adjournment of the session.

it was then too late to do any good,

things stirred. 
Secretary M. V. Car­ 
roll and Attorneys

encd to Jefferson City, following the I 
sending there 
of 
representatives of 
the Democrat, to urge the enactm ent 
of tile law'. ’Pile Sedalians worked al­ 
most all night in w hipping an old bill 
into shape and in the morning it was 
ready for the fight for passage.

then began the real 
work, for while 
there was hut little opposition to tho 
law' as a law, Die time was so short 
before the end of the session that it 
was a tremendous job to get the bill 
through all the various stages neces­

tition of any god or man save the king 
for thirty days, under penalty of be­ 
ing east to the lions. 
Daniel had been 
a man of prayer. 
His vision enabled 
him to see Jerusalem and the great 
King Solomon offering the prayer of 
dedication. Ile can look back in faith, 
he can see the holy city five hundred 
miles east, he can look forward to 
ultimate glory, he recognizes the king 
of kings as over all. 
The preacher suggests the tem pta­ 
tions 
of 
Daniel; if you are cauglit 
praying you lose your position; you 
know that you have all a man could 
desire; you had better obey the king’s 
decree; but Daniel weighed the “open 
window"—against that, you will lose 
your possessions, Daniel.

w hicfi, as poultry shippers w ill remem­ 
ber, proved disastrous to all packers 
who did not dress, chill 
and 
pack 
properly. 
The 
specialists 
therefore 
recom­ 
mend the particular 
observance 
of 
the following 
methods 
of 
handling 
dressed poultry, which are essential 
to a perfect product at any time, and 
are 
of 
vital 
importance whenever 
weather conditions are unfavorable. 
Keep Free From Vermin. 
1. Keep the holding 
batteries 
for 
your incoming stock clean, w'ell aired 
and free from vermin, and see that 
the chickens have plenty 
of 
fresh 
water and plenty to eat. 
2. Don’t kill a chicken when the 
crop is full of feed. 
Give the chicken 
only water for twenty-four hours be­ 
fore it is killed. 
Food in the crop or 
in the intestines of a dressed chicken 
causes loss of flavor and hastens de­ 
cay, which more than 
offsets 
any j 
gain from extra weight. 
3. Good bleeding is 
absolutely es­ 
sential to a good appearance on the 
m arket and retards decay.

States department of agriculture, ex­ 
plains the best methods 
of bleeding

4. Hang the chicken by both feet 
for picking.

I government to take out a wholesale 
liquor license, following the discovery 
* bv internal revenue agents that the 
firm was shipping liquor to its cus­ 
tomers in “dry” territory, and billing 
the liquor as “red ink.” 
Adolph M. Diez, of 3815 Cleveland 
avenue, president of the leather con­ 
cern, explained to the revenue agents 
I that the firm shipped the liquor mere­ 
ly as a favor to customers who re­ 
quested them to do so, and with no 
idea of making a profit on the sale. 
“When some shoemaker out in Tex­ 
as sends in an order, and asks us to 
buy a bottle of whisky and ship that 
along with the leather, we do it as an 
accommodation,” Diez said.* 
“I have 
been in business twenty years and 
have wrorked for many firms. 
All of 
them have been in the habit of so 
favoring their customers." 
The leather firm’s invoices and bill­ 
ing files, which were seized by reve­ 
nue agents, disclosed that the liquor 
was always consigned as “red ink,” 
and that it was billed to the customer 
at the same price it cost the leather 
company. 
v 
Diez asserted that he did not know 
the liquor shipments had been made 
in 
violation 
of the law. 
To avoid 
prosecution, he paid $100 as a “com­ 
promise fine” for past offenses, and 
paid $100 more for a wholesale liquor 
license for a year. 
His invoices and 
billing files were then 
returned 
to 
him. 
There is a law relating to inter­ 
state shipments which requires that 
the contents of packages delivered to 
express or railroad companies for in­ 
terstate shipments shall be stated cor­ 
rectly. 
Five quarts of whisky, ready for 
shiment, were found in the leather 
company’s 
office 
by 
the 
revenue 
agents. 
At the office of Internal Revenue 
Agent Smith yesterday it was said no 
other similar cases in St. Louis were 
under investigation at this time.

Narcotic Cactus. 
The “sacred mushroom" of the Az­ 
tecs, which was called by them teo- 
naniaeatl and used as an intoxicant w’as 
according to investigations recently 
reported, not a mushroom, but the nar­ 
cotic cactus, Lophophora Williamsii, 
now well known for its use by the 
American Indians in religious ceremo­ 
nies. 
It is popularly called “mescal 
button,” though a better name is pey­ 
ote. 
Early writers on Mexico de­ 
scribed it as a mushroom, and this no­ 
tion as to its botanical status still sur­ 
vives. The mistake is due to the fact 
that in one of the two principal forms 
in which it is prepared the head of th® 
plant is cut off transversely and when 
dried it bears a close resemblance to 
a mushroom. 
In its other form it is 
cut longitudinally or in irregular frag­ 
ments, and was described by early 
waiters as raiz diabolica, or “detlTs 
root."

Watermelon Sirup Is Possible. 
According to the fruit-juice special­ 
ists of the agricultural department a 
delicious sirup for table use can be 
made from watermelons, thus giving 
the watermelon grower a by-product 
from the surplus watermelons he has 
in his fields. This by-product can be 
used in the manufacture of ginger cake, 
homemade candies and as a sweeten­ 
ing and flavor for ice cream, as well 
as for most purposes for which sirup 
is used in the home. 
The sirup is 
reddish brown in color and is sweet 
and well flavored. 
Specialists point 
out that the Juice of watermelons con­ 
tains only about seven per cent of 
sugar, but the ease with which the 
juice can be extracted offsets the low 
sugar content.
